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NOW FOR THE CLAMOR 

After a two-year stay on the Pacific coast, 
the United States fleet is moving back into 
Atlantic waters. When it went to the Pacific 
that was in some quarters construed as a ges- 
ture of defiance toward Japan, and war talk 
began to thicken the air, No doubt in some | 
quarter or other the return of the fleet to the 
Atlantic will be represented to indicate strained 
relations or hostile intent toward some other 
country. Any movement of any powerful fleet 
anywhere is sufficient to inspire the scare- 
mongers. 

Divested of imaginary significance, the fact 
is that the naval men, having familiarized 
themselves with conditions on the one coast are 
now being sent back to refresh their knowledge 
of conditions on the other coast; as policemen 
are shifted from one beat to another in the 
interests of general efficiency. But such prosaic 
facts do not crimp the style of the thrill- 
makers. 


SHOULD HAVE A POLICY 


The prolonged debate on the relief bill at 
Ottawa was quite needless, but will do no harm, 
if it does not accomplish some good, 

For the time the Government has no author- 
ity to send along cheques to the provinces or 
municipalities on relief account. It will get that | 
retroactive authority without any difficulty, and 
a trifling delay of a fortnight means nothing | 
after the weary months this and other cities | 
have waited for payments from Ottawa which 
could’and should have been made promptly. 

The measure has been held up because the 
Government insisted on inserting the “peace, 
order and good government” clause, which in 
former years has empowered it to spend money 
in any amount and for any purpose it chose by 
passing orders-in-council. 

Quite aside from possible abuse of this 
“blanket” power, after four years’ experience 
the Government should by this time know how 
it intends to spend relief money. If it doesn't 
know it is not a safe party to trust with any 
more “blank cheques.” 


“TELLING” THEM 

The banking committee at Ottawa was duly 
warned against the dangers of inflation, by an 
expert on the subject. The general manager 
of one of our largest banks told the committee 
inflation, once started, is difficult to stop. Since 
the banking system of Canada is based on in- | 
flation, and designed to facilitate inflation, that | ‘ 
is a subject on which a banker is entitled to 
speak with authority. } 

But the point to» be noted is that, in the 
banker’s view, inflation is only dangerous when 
it is done by the government of a country. 
When done by a bank it is “sound banking 
practice’; is done by all of them; always has 
been done; is the recognized prerogative of such 
institutions, 

But when the suggestion is made that the 
state should undertake to do some inflating in 
the interests of the public, the case is naturally | 
different, from the banker’s point of view. 
There would be no money in that for the banks. 
Further, it would be an invasion of what has 
come to be recognized as their established right. 
Wherefore it would be dangerous. 

The surprising thing is not that a banker 
should say this to the committee, but that he 
should be allowed to get away with it. The 
banks certainly control inflation. They have 
no difficulty on that score, not the least. When 
they get panicky they apply the brakes. Not 
only do they stop inflation; they throw the 
country into deflation, Witness the havoc and 
misery of the last four years. | 

What the banker was saying to the commit- 
tee was this: “We have sense enough to keep 


the money supnly from getting too large, but 
you heven't.” Will the committee stand for that 
affront to its intelligence? 

ALL AGAINST PRIVATE CONTROL 


The legislature, with the exception of six 
Conservative members, gave support to Mr. 
Howson’s resolution asking that the Central 
Bank be made a Government-owned institution, 
operated in the regulation of currency and 
credit on behalf of the public. And even the 
dissenting Conservative leader found it neces- 
sary to hedge on the issue. He suggested that 
the Minister of Finance acquire and hold half 
the stock of the bank, and that the Government 
appoint a majority of the directors, 

The legislature is therefore unanimous on |

After 
the provisional board of directors have served 
their terms, their successors will be chosen by 
the share-holders, And Mr. Rhodes has stated 
definitely that in case of a difference of opinion 
between the bank and the Government the 
bank would have the final say. 

The scheme brought down at Ottawa is that 
the shareholders shall run the bank as they 
please. The members of the legislature are at 
least agreed that the Government should hold 
the whip-hand over them. 

Why, in those circumstances, Mr. Duggan 
should object to the Government acquiring all 
the stock is not apparent. It would be absurd 
and unfair to ask a number of private citizens 
to put up half the capital of the bank and let 
the Government operate it for quite other 
purposes than those they would naturally have 
in mind. Those who own the bank will direct 
its policy, and should. Therefore the Govern- 
ment should own the bank outright. 

The substance of the resolution approved by 
the majority in the legislature is that a Gov- 
ernment owned bank is preferable because it 
can assuredly be made to function in the public 
interests. The substance of Mr. Duggan’s reso- 
lution is that a privately-owned bank cannot 
be trusted to function in the public interests. 
They amount to pretty much the same thing. 
Except that Mr. Duggan’s motion is really less 
complimentary to the scheme brought down 
by Mr. Rhodes.

Here's a token of unsought fame. A cone 
stant reader of this column wants to know how 
I pronounce my name. He wants a public 
declaration on the subject, He says all the 
people he hears discussing it call the column 
“Cowper's Column” instead of “The Passing 
Show.” But the trouble is 
they don't ali pronounce 
Cowper in the same way, In 
fact they differ argumenta- 
tively about it. Some pro- 
nounce the first syllable in 
the same way as if referring 
to the familiar four-footed 
ruminant that supports the 
dairy business. Others, he 
says, pronounce it as “coo”— 
like the sound of the ‘well- 
known dove. He wants to

know which is correct. 

It’s a lovely position to be in when your 
friends are in dispute to be able to tell them 
that they’re both right. 

The antique or highbrow pronunciation, I 


am assured, is with the “coo.” It’s etymological 
origin is the same as “cooper.” William Cow- 
per, the poet, from whose brother I am de- 


scended, rhymes his own name with “trooper” 
in his poem, “The Task.” 

On the other hand usage creates criterions. 
I notice the later editions of the dictionaries 
now adopt the popular pronunciation of 
“cocaine” as alternative to its original pro- 
nunciation of co-ca-een. Language is always 
being made over by usage. Taking the view 
that in western Canada in the twentieth cen- 
tury, c-o-w has only one common and well- 
understood pronunciation I pronounce my name 
as a dairyman would. But you're both right, 
boys. 

Whether to rechristen the column “Cowper's s 
Column” will Lia a little ee to decide. 

Before the movement in ik the crazy economic 
age to pay farmers not to grow wheat and 
cotton, or to kill their young pigs, spreads to 
newspapermen and I succumb to an offer to 
restrain from further writing, I Want to°make 
one suggestion that appears to be a valuable 
one. If the orthodox economists are right, it 
will means the prosperity not only of Canada, 
but in turn of all the nations, 

As readers will recall, the California Insti- 
tute of Technology is engaged in constructing 
a $6,000,000 observatory at Mount Palomar. The 
telescope will have a 200 inch lens which will 
be powerful enough to increase a hundredfold 
the visible portion of he universe. It shsuld 
be powerful enough to determine whether the 
waxing and waning of the lines on Mars de- 
notes giant irrigation canals that irrigate wide 
tracts in the seasons following the melting of 
the Martian polar ice cap—whether the dots 
at the junction points are settlements of Mar- 
tians on their dry ochreous plant, and such like. 
It will bring the moon, which is 86,000 miles 
away, to within an apparent range of 24 miles. 
We shall be able to peer into the lunar craters 
with their abrupt high sides and little central 
cones. Anything the size of a good big modern 
office block will be visible at that distance. 

That's clause No. 1 of the argument. 


Clause No. 2 is this: ‘Great headway is being 
made with knowledge about the stratosphere 
and the outer etheric void. Still greater head- 
way is being made with practical application 
of rocket means of prapulsion. The moon is a 
pretty big object in the skies when nearest to 
us, and investigators into rocket propulsion 
confidently assert that they can design a rocket 
that could reach the moon 

Nobody is as yet interested in making the 
trip. There'd be a terrible jar on leaving the 
earth, and there'd be a terrible bump on arrival 
ag the moon's attraction made itself felt. Then 
in addition to the difficulties of taking an 
oxygen supply on the trip, there'd be a very 
limited atmosphere for the visitor after he 
landed. There'd be no water to drink. He'd 
have to withstand enormous heat in the day- 
time. After the sun had ceased to shine, he'd 
have a chilly night of some hundreds of de- 
grees below zero. All these things make it 
extremely unlikely that the moon will ever be 
required as a tourist resort for visitors from 
earth, 


Clause No. 3. The ant difficulty that all 
the nations on earth face today is to secure a 
surplus of exports over imports. They are all, 
like our own Dominion looking for a “favor- 
able balance of trade,’ which can only be 
secured by sending more goods out of the 
country than are admitted in return. All of 
them, like our own Dominion, seek to exclude 
the goods of other nations by erecting tariffs. 
Many of them bonus goods for export, or give 
as do we with wheat, a lower freight rate when 
it is to be exported out of the country than 
when sent by rail to the east and west of 
Canada for domestic consumption, 

Heretofore the difficulty has been inherent 
and unsurmountable. By the very logic of 
circumstances every nation cannot export more 
than it imports. The export of one nation is 
the import of another. It is a Sisyphean task 
for the nations, in which ill-will has been bred 
among nations and ill times endured by the 
producing masses of the world.

*FLANK STEAK WITH VEGETABLES, 
BOILED: 2 to 3% pounds flank steak in one 
piece; 4 small carrots, peeled; 4 small turnips, 
peeled; 2 small parsnips, peeled; water; sea- 
soning to taste. 

Sear flank steak on both sides in kettle and 
cover with boiling water to 4 inches above the 
top of the meat.

QUESTION — Cashmere, Wash., writes: “I 
have recently been having a lot of trouble with 
the bones in my heels. My doctor says that 
possibly Spurs have formed,” 

ANSWER —The Spurs are probably those 
called “Rheumatic Spurs These spurs often 
occur on the heel but may also be found in 
other parts of the body. When located on the 
heel they will cause exceeding pain when one 
walks and it is sometimes necessary to remove 
large spurs surgically. Small ones may be ob- 
sorbed in some cases by using the diet for 
Rheumatism and by increasing the circulation 
of the blood in the foot through using hot foot 
baths containing Epsom salts. 

QUESTION-—-Enid, Okla., Mrs, C. O. Wright 
writes: “Will you please tell me what my trou- 
ble is? I have a hardening of the tissues under 
my tongue. There is a tiny pin hole in this 
hardening and when I press with my finger, a 
colorless liquid will squirt out. Whenever I 
have a cold, this hard Jump grows much larger.” 

ANSWER — Judging from the description 
given in your letter, you may have an enlarge- 
ment of one of the glands situated under the 
tongue. I have seen cases where sucn a lump 
was reduced through absorption through fol- 
lowing a fasting and dieting regimen.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1868, Montreal 
mourned at the bier of D'Arcy 
McGee, the patriot who had been 
murdered at Ottawa on April 7. 


The young Dorninion had given 
a state funeral as Ottawa to this 
martyred Father of Confedera- 
tion, but his real funeral among 
his own people took place at 
Montreal, which he represented 
in the House of Commons. After 
the body’s arrival from Ottawa 
it lay in state at a house on 
Sherbrooke Street West, then 
largely unbuilt on, but long since 
the locale of residences of Mont- 
real’s wealthiest folk, Thousands 
of peonle passed the bier before 
the coffin wes closed and re- 
moved to the hearse, which was 
a truck of the Grand Trunk rail- 
way, remodelled for the occasion.

HIGHWAYS—RAILWAYS 

Editor Bulletin:—I note that 
(‘One Who Uses Highways”) is 
as determined that the pres- 
ent demoralization of railways 
by trucks and busses should 
continue as I am that it is 
ruinous, I regret, however, that 
the gentleman must use my name 
for criticism and refrains from 
corroborating his statements with 
his own. 

There is much the gentleman 
refrains from telling about rails 
ways, trucks and busses or he 
would not be forced to so many 
contradictions, and make state- 
ments that are not true regarding 
the improvements I suggested for 
the railroads 

He does give me credit for an 
explanation as to how trucks and 
busses could be used more econ- 
omically on the track than on 
highways 

He does not mention that the 
one thing all countries are striving 


for is a good railroad system, also | 


that a country’s progress is in 
direct ratio to railroad develop- 
ment. It will be recalled by many 
that leading men everywhere 
voiced the warning that Canada 
could have no recovery until her 
railroads got away from their 
present heavy deficits, There is 
nothing as true as this! 

The gentleman would have us 
think that railroads have had 
their day and now we must build 
highways and resign our fate to 
the trucks and busses, but he ad- 
mits he can not hau! grain to Fort 
William 

In this contradiction he admits 
we can’t do without railroads, and 
besides admits much defeat for 
trucks, which by the way are 


now restricted from the highways | 


in many sectors because of soft 
road bed. May I ask what truck 
patrons would do without a rail- 
road in this case? 

As to the statement that trucks 
are efficient over short distances 
only, we might see what these 
distances are and where most 
trucks come from. ’ 

Every town along the line has 
one or more trucks and large 
numbers of farmers have them as 
well. These trucks gather all live 
stock and other farm products for 
a radius of 400 miles or more and 
take these products paralle) to 
the railroads and direct to the 
large centres. On the return trip 
they bring back all requirements 
of business men in all the towns 
along their roads, It is for this 
reason only that daily loca] pas- 
senger and freight trains have 
ceased to operate, for local ex- 
press and freight produced their 
revenue. The only bit of freight 
or express they carry now are 
articles that are unsuitable or dis- 
taste*ul to truck drivers, 

This, moreover, is not the only 
bit of dissipation caused by 
trucks, for there are many cases 


where drivers collect for rural | 
patrons, supplies of cheap bank- 
rupt stocks from the large centres 
and peddle them in competition 


to local merchants. It is also 
said some filling stations sell a 


cheap Turner Valley gasoline de- 
livered at night by truck boot- 
leggers. Now, I ask, is this sere 
ious competition to railroads? 
It is said that trucks and rail- 
roads will in the future operate in 
their most suitable spheres of 
usefulnes and not compete, 
neither would one or the other be 


discarded In the not distant 
future trucks will become a part 
of the railway system, and be- 
cause they could operate much 
cheaper than a local train they 


will be run on the track, be own- 
ed by the road and not run in 
competition to it. This has been 
done for some time in the States 
and makes a very desirable sub- 
Stitute’ for the daily local train 
and at the same time keeps the 
revenue for the roads which we 
can not do without, The truck of 

it 


today has its place in hauli: 
goods to the train, but when } 
comes to haul all the local freight 
this is unnecessary and a very ex- 
i: Rah ant way of letting the rai 
ways know we want better ser- 
vice; at any rate it didn’t bring 
it. 

In respect to passenger cars 
taking a large percentage of rail 
way service, I blame a highly in- 
competent government and rail- 
road officials for not lining up 
the railroads more to public 
needs by placing busses a! q 
trucks on the track as part © 
their daily or twice daily schedule 
for cheap and comfortable passen- || 
ger and freight service, These 
would have an almost level and 
all weather road and would re 
quire considerably less fuel than 
if run on the highways. 

As to the highways, I admi! 
that our main ones are necesga!) 
and a great asset to Canada for 
our eissrite and tourists who 
come to see our parks, ete,, but 
unnecessary ones should be left 
alone; improve our railroads in- 
stead. In this I am not alone for 
the Peace River area needs a rai! 
connection to the coast before it 
needs a highway. The well being 
of its people depends on this for | 
they have waited too long. Be- 
sides there are vast mineral de- 
posits there which trucks have 
failed to develop. 

Iam sorry I left with “one who 
uses highways” the impression 
that I am a village blacksmith 
devoted to shoeing horses, repair- 
ing stage coaches and sighing for 
the good old days of the Red Riv- 
er carts. This is far from the 

care as I am quite an able garage- 
man and machinist and having 
studied the problem closely find 
in my statement the true future 
of the truck, buses and railroad.

FINAL SIX 
TAKEN FROM 
BERING FLOE 


Last of 102 Marooned Per. 
sons Rescued From Per. 
ilous Position 


MOSCOW. April 13—Saga of the 
sea, unparalleled in modern times, 


| reached a dramatic conclusion last 


night when Soviet pilots rescued 
the last six persons of a party of 
102 marooned on an Arctic sea ice 
floe two months ago. 

The aviators a few hours earlier 
had conquered hazards of the far 
north and brought 22 to mainland at 
Cape Van Karem, Siberia, from the 
dangerous ice pack on which they 
sought refuge when their ship, the 
Cheliuskin, was crushed in the ice 
Feb, 13 and sank. 

The peyils of the castaways were 
described by M. Ushakoff, who flew 
to the camp April 7 to supervise 
relief operations, he said: 

IN CONSTANT DANGER 

“When I arrived at the camp, sur- 
rounded by floating ice blocks, the 
Cheliuskiners were living in heated 
and light log barracks. But despite 
their reasonably comfortable quar- 
ters they existed as if on the slope 
of a volcano, 

“The camp was faced with con- 
stant dangers. On April 9 drifting 
icebergs bore down on the camp 
with a tremendous noise, crashing 
ice and destroying the barracks and 
a motor boat. 

“They wrecked a landing field 
under the airplane of the flier, Slep- 
neff, who had damaged a strut in 
landing two days before. The planc 
was moved safely, however, to a 
new landing field. 

COURAGEOUS PARTY 

“The whole party displayed cour- 
age and fortitude despite that crush- 
ing of the ice, which began at 2 a.m 
confronting the castaways with the 
greatest peril since the Cheliuskin 
sank, and continued throughout the 
day.”
